tern in small silver spangles. It is made 
over sky blue satin and has a plain skirt 
and round bodice. A lace bertha surrounds 
the shoulders, and a white ribbon belt con­ 
fines the w’aist. A knot of white ribbon 
adorns each shoulder.

St. Louis, Mo., April I.—Gen. Frye's

•Bluff yesterday, and are . camped in 
' the railroad yards at Ivory station. 
Over the car in which were Gen. Frye's 
headquarters 
floated the American 
flag. 
Old Glory w as saluted by a com­ 
pany of United States regulars as the 
train came to a stand before the bar­ 
racks platform.

It is very picturesque w ith 
its w hite houses, m ostly red-roofed, 
and only w ants a big church to recall 
some of the sm all tow ns along the 
Italian Riviera. 
Above it stands tw o 
ancient tow ers called Bluebeard's and 
Blackhead's castles. 
They w ere built 
tw o centuries ago by brothers, one of 
whom had a happy faculty of g ettin g 
rid of his w ives—hence the nam e of 
Bluebeard—and w as not called to ac­ 
count by his Maker until he had made 
an end of seven Mrs. Bluebeards.

U n io n to w n, P a., April 4.—The Con­ 
nellsville coke region is

again by a labor war. 
On one side are 
1^,000 starving co k e workers, and on 
the other are the operators, who say 
they are m aking no m oney and can 
not afford to yield to the dem ands of 
the men for increased pay. 
From one end of this region to the 
other rioting and disorder hold full 
sw ay. 
Human life is in danger and 
the destruction of property is being 
carried on on every hand. Armed mobs 
of drunken and furious 
workm en, 
m ostly foreigners, are traversing the 
coke field com m itting all m anner of 
depredations, 
subjecting 
the 
men 
w ho have a desire to work to the m ost 
inhum an 
treatm ent 
and 
dem olish­ 
in g the property of the m anufacturers 
%t wilL 
The civil authorities* are in 
charge throughout the region and are 
doin g everything in their power to 
preserve the peace. 
T hey are, how ­ 
ever, inadequate to the task, and a 
m ilitary force alone can restore order. 
The strike is the result of the grasp­ 
ing policy of the mine operators. 
The 
m ining rate has been cut in the last 
eig h teen m onths from SI to 58 cents 
ex cep t at the w orks of the Frick com ­ 
pany, where until Feb. I the m en re­ 
ceived SI, since w hen they have been 
paid 90, and they were in a state of 
destitution that prepared them for 
anything. 
A t sunrise bands of rioters were 
form ed everyw here in the district, and 
the day w as spent by them in march­ 
ing from one plant t,o another, driving 
the w orkm en from their duty and de­ 
stroying the property of the compa­ 
nies. The men at the V anderbilt works 
of the W. J. Rainey com pany worked 
under the protection of armed depu­ 
ties. 
A fierce mob is there and a bat­ 
tle is expected soon. 
Yesterday 1,000 men from the Oliver 
plant, 
the 
Stew art 
Iron com pany 
plan t and the 
Lem onts of the Mc­ 
Clure Coke com pany organized at Oli­ 
ver, armed them selves and, m arching 
through this towm to m artial music, 
w en t to the L eith, Brownfield & W ynn 
w orks of the Frick companj', wThere 
nearly 600 defendeless m en w ere work­ 
ing. 
The gang sw ept dowrn on them 
w ith fury, driving them from the yards 
like sheep. 
No sh ootin g wras done, but 
clubs and ston es were used freely. Tw o 
of the workm en resisted and were 
knocked dow n w ith clubs, beaten to 
insen sibility, and left in the road for 
dead. 
The men in the mine did not 
com e out and narrow ly escaped suffo­ 
cation. 
Another mob of 1,500 men assem bled 
at T rotter and visited all the plants 
from Broadford to Scottdale, com pell­ 
ing the men to lay dow n their tools 
and strike. 
A big con dict is expected here to­ 
day w hen another attack w ill be made 
on the workm en. 
A mob of 1,500 
starving 
m en is 
prow ling around 
Scottdale and a w holesale pillage is 
expected. 
The leaders have ordered 
the strikers to keep w ith in the bounds 
of the law', but they can not control 
the foreigners. 
Cl e a r f i e l d , 
Pa., 
April 
4.—The 
strike and disorder in the Connells­ 
ville region is spreading to this dis­ 
trict, w here the men have the same 
grievances. 
The prospect is that riot­ 
ing and bloodshed w ill resu lt here in 
a few days.
